Melbourne's present coach

breaking a leg, Kontra 
managed to steer Melbourne 
into fourth place. 

Kontra was also Victorian 
State coach that year, and 
Juhasz, Szabo, Scott and 
Bleskany were among the 
State players 

In 1972, when well-known 
soccer writer Jim Barker was 
secretary of the club, 
Melbourne finished third 
behind Hellas and George 
Cross, and in 1973, it won the 
Ampol Cup 

But then, the club started 
sliding downhill. In 1974, it 
finished eighth and in 1975, 
the year before the start of 
the Philips League, 
Melbourne came [ast and was 
relegated to the First Divi- 
sion. 

Melbourne didn't do par- 
ticularly well in the next two 
years, although it reached the 
Federation Cup final in 1977. 

But Contra had come back 
by then, and under his 
guidance, Melbourne is winn- 
ing regularly and steering a 
true course towards promo- 
tion and a brighter future.

Boyle is very good at attacking from 
midfield, which makes him hard to pick 
up. 
However, as you may have noticed, 
the styles of the two sides conflict. If 
Marconi does decide to play a subdued 
game, it will affect West's momentum 
adversely. A fast game suits West 
Adelaide, and the team could get 
caught by Marconi's counter attacks if 
it tries to force the pace along. 
However, Jim Adam, the West Adelaide 
coach, may instruct his team to pace 
itself 

Some of the major battle areas: 

@ The duel between Dave Pillans 
and John Russell is vital. Pillans is 
good in the air, able to shield the ball 
and keep possession until supported, 
and he’s the target man of Hellas’ at- 
tack. Russell may lose his place in the 
team to lelamo, but whoever is given 
the task of shackling the big West 
Adelaide striker must keep on his toes. 
If he can be nullified, Marconi’s job of 
defending will be much easier. At the 
other end, there will be a similar duel 
between Peter Ollerton of Marconi and 
David Jones of West Adelaide. 
However, Jones has been in top form of 
late — and should be able to eliminate 
Ollerton as a danger. 

@ Both teams have very strong mid- 
fields. Vierl is the most accomplished 
and gifted midfielder of the game, but 
he’s had injuries and a slight loss of 


torm of late. Hooney can always be 
relied on for effort and leadership, but 
with Gary Byrne overseas and Ray 
Richards in dispute with Rasic, Mar- 
coni's midfield has been stronger. West 
Adelaide’s schemers may have the ex- 
tra bustle and zip that will get them on 
top. 

@ Sharne is the most dangerous 
forward in the Marconi side. His ac- 
celeration may be too much for West 
Adelaide full Back Barry Reynold and 
Peter Tymezyszyn, and sweeper Con 
Kampas will have to make sure he has 
the flank covered when a through ball is 
played for the elusive Marconi winger. 

@ Paul Degney is one of the most 
classy full backs around and 
Honeyman and McGregor won't get 
much of a look in on the Marconi left 
side. However, right back Barry Jones 
is still trying to find form after a lay-off 
with a broken arm. He, like Jandovics, 
who's getting over a groin injury, are 
suspect. 

Both teams are full of capable, ex- 
perienced players. The key factor to 
their performance is the mental at- 
titude. Can Marconi shake off the blues 
that have been around the past month, 
and re-produce the sparkle it showed 
at the start of the season? Will West 
Adelaide be able to maintain the 
momentum it showed to get to the top, 
or will the bubble burst under the strain 
of being at the top? 

We'll find out at Hindmarsh Stadium 
on Sunday.

A view from the junior raaks

We continue the article by Mr M. W. Wells this week. 
He writes that the principle of providing an environment 
free from dangerous consequences, is the one which 


bears closer scrutiny. 


Many children’s sports environments have 
dangerous consequences for the majority of 
participants. With emphasis being placed on 
winning, the child has come to associate fun 
with success. In any sport, there has to be a 
loser — in some sports fare more losers than 
winners, and for winning and fun to be syn- 
onymous requires that, for each competition, 


the majority cannot have fun — they're 
losers. 
Is this an exaggerations? . . . What is the 


first thing a parent asks his child when he 
comes in after his Saturday morning match? 
“Did you win?” He may follow that with “Did 
you play well?” but rarely will ask: “Did you 
have fun?” 

The effect on the child of the emphasis 
placed by parent and the coach on winning is 
further reinforced by the increasingly 
prevalent arguments, jeering and even 
physical clashes between adults and 
referees or fellow spectators. 

We can grant that young children vary in 
ability and in physical, social and psy- 
chological attributes from adults. 

This may mean a reduction in the physical 
dimensions of the playing area. 

The average adult footballer can cover the 
normal ground with three kicks, yet, we ex- 
pect young children to play the same game 
when it may take them ten. 

Modification of the rules, such as is being 
attempted in South Australia with Australian 
Rules and New South Wales with basketball, 
provides us with an opportunity to fit the 
basic skills of a sport to the abilities and 
development of the players. 

This process may even need to extend to 
having fewer players per team and modifica- 
tion of rules in order to reduce the complex- 
ity to a level which can be easily grasped by 
the child. 

Last, and most important in the view of the 
writer, is the need to put FUN back into sport 
by making a conscious effort to de- 
emphasise winning. 

Little leagues need to be restructured to 
place emphasis on participation and skill 
‘and ‘de-emphasise competition and suc- 
cess. This approach can be supported by 
research which shows that competition dur- 





ing the stage of learning a skill is detrimen- 
tal, tending to eiicit the incorrect response. 

In Canada, where the problem outlined in 
this paper is far more serious than it seems 
here, children’s ice-hockey leagues are be- 
ing organised on a pick-up, informal basis, 
where the coach and the referee is one and 
the same, no scores for individuals are kept, 
and parents are asked to sign a pledge that 
they will abide by the rules set down to con- 
trol their behavior. 

Parents of participating children attend a 
meeting at the beginning of the season and 
agree to play their roles in a sportsmanlike 
manner. Fines and bans on game attendance 
are imposed for non-adherence to these 
rules 

The recommendations from the local 
government authorities for this are as 
follows: 

(1) That clubs recruit coaches whose first 
interest is that of the child and whose secon- 
dary interest is the sport. 

(2) That each is required to attend 
coaching clinics and upgrade his training 
periodically. 

(3) That coaches give each player equal 

game time. 
(4) That the associations initiate a program 
to educate the adult community on the true 
purpose of minor sport programs and on 
what constitutes proper behavior when at- 
tending minor sports games. 

(5) That associations continue their efforts 
to overcome violence In the minor sports 
program. 

In conclusion, it is the opinion of the writer 
{and indeed me), that we need to make a 
commitment, similar to that of the Cana- 
dians, to ‘clean up our act’ in the junior sport, 
and this process must start in the schools. 

When was the last time you heard kids 
laughing when involved in a ‘game’ of soccer, 
organised by the ‘better informed’ adults? _
